Only 
the houses of the Emperor ardof hig govern: | 
ing officials may front due south. 

The wizard, or geomancer, next prescribes 
the exact size of the front door, An inch too, 
much or too little might have disastrous, can- 
sequences. A screen of. wood or birch must 
be erected ahont three yards in front of the 
door. This is to keep out any evil breath.” 
Not ‘human breath, net malaria nor bad odours, 
but some mysterious and fatal something which 
is only to be kept out by that streen, =” 
~ The wizard next locates she spot for the kit- 
chen fire, This also must not facé, south, 
because the south sepresents fire ; ‘and the

Ilaving setiled the question of place, the 
wizard figures outa time when work may be 
begun with some degree of safety. For in- 
stance, ifthe earth god should be at home when 
the workmen began digging, they might: stick 
a spade into his august cranium, The family.

as the birthday anniversary of His Imperial 
Majesty Kwang Hail, As a matier of fact, how- 
ever, the actual date ofthe Emperor's birth 
was the. 28th day of the 6th moon (1870), or 
two days Inter,: The reason for advancing the 
date ‘is perhaps not generally understuod and, 
therefore, it hay be interestiny to know that 
this is due to the fact that His Majesty is re- 
wired to offer in person the Grand Aulumnal 
jacrifices to his imperial ancestors on the ist 
day of the 7th moon, which compels him by 
the rules of etiquette to prepare himself for the 
sicrifices-by a rigorous fast of thiee days and’ 
three nights. That is to say, counting back 
three days from the 1st day of the-7th moon, 
the first day of the prescribed fast would thus 
fall on the 78th day of the th moon (sometimes 
on the 27th day of the’manth, should it happen 
to contain on!y twenty-nine days)or the very 
day of His Majesty's bitth. Tha two ceremonies 
thus conflicting, filjal piety required the Eni- 
‘perarto forego his own. date of celebration in 
deference to the “needs” of his. Imperial 
ancestors, as it: would have been impossible 
to accomplish “the ceremonies prescribed

For such reasons and in’ consideration 
of the peculiar circumstatces of China, 
we may ‘welcome for her sake‘-al least 
the altempts festinare fenfe on the part of 
those ‘who. are the. champions. of reform.
